"The problem was reported to 
officials, bring response from local 
police, fire, and y man- 


agement, 
and state environmental personnel, 
About 5:20 p.m. police began 
advising residents to either 
evacuate or remain indoors. 
Nearby plants were given similar 
warnings, and were told to shut off 
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their ventillating systems. Many 
plants sent people home; others, in- 
cluding Olin, did not. 

‘An evacuation center was set up at 
the Wildwood School, with Red 
Cross workers testing the vital 
signs of evacuees. About 200 
persons showed up at the Wildwood 
School.” 


‘There is no hard number telling 
how many people were evacuated. 
One figure, a guess, was 2500. 
Others were lower. The number of 
residents evacuated from their 
homes was probably around 300. 

The escaped vapor at first was 
moving slowly to the east, with 
heavy concentrations reported on 
Industrial Way between 5 and 6 


p.m.. 

‘A wind shift shortly after 6 began 
moving the cloud of vapor to the 
north, and into residential areas on 
Brentwood and Morse avenues. 
The vapor, was slow moving, and 
did not extend much beyond Lowell 
Street. 

Police blocked off the area, 
allowing no traffic on Woburn or 
West streets south of Lowell Street, 
or on Eames Street. 

Additional police and fire 
personnel were called in, but Police 
Chief Bobby Stewart declined to 
call in the regional tactical unit. 
This unit, prescribed in a 
contin-gency plan, would bring in 
75 men within an hour. 

Several emergency personnel 
were treated for inflammation of 
the eyes and mucous membrane.

As might have been expected, two 
rezoning articles and a proposal to 
take 53 acres of land for 
conservation purposes generated 
most of the interest at a lengthy 
public hearing held jointly by the 
Wilmington Finance Committee 
and the Planning Board Tuesday 
night. 

Approximately 70 residents and 
town officials turned out to express 
their views and seek answers on the 
nine articles slated for the 
December 2 special town meeting.

seeks to rezone a 56 lot subdivision 
off Burlington Avenue from R20 to 
R60, met with no opposition in an 
informal poll after the meeting 
Residents seemed to agree with 
Michel's concerns over traffic 
congestion, sewerage, potential 
flooding because many lots are in 
the flood plain, and inadequate 
frontage on an accepted street. 

However, several town officials 
cautioned Michel and his 
neighborhood group not to 
over-react to the size of the 
subdivision. 

Even though developer James 
DeCarolis has submitted a sizeable 
preliminary plan to his board, said 
Planning Board Chairman Tony 
Gentile, chances are good that he 
will end up with less than-56 homes, 
due to reputed wetlands and other 
factors.

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Lawrence Shuts 
Out Wilmington

For the second week in a row, the 
Wilmington Wildcats football team has 
lost, this time on October 19th against 
the Lawrence Lancers, who shutout the 
Wildcats, 28-0. And, for the second 
week in a row, the officiating caused 
some controversy for the Wildcats. 

With 1:43 left in the third quarter and 
Wilmington down 20-0, Lawrence tries 
to punt from inside their 10-yard line. 
Punter Bob Farrington fumbles a low 
snap from the center, but tries to get the 
punt off anyway. The punt is partially 
blocked and recovered by Al Ausiello in 
the endzone for an apparent Wilmington 
touchdown. However, there was a flag 
on the play. The referee counted twelve 
men on the field for Wilmington, and the 
touchdown was nullified. A 15-yard 
penalty was imposed on Wilmington. 

"We only had eleven men on the field,” 

says a disgusted coach Harrison. "We 
have it on film. I don’t know where they 
came up with that call.” 

The game didn't start too well for 
Wilmington with Anthony Cutone 
fumbling the ball over to Lawrence on 
the first play after the kickoff. A few

Postponed last Tuesday when a 
neighborhood resident, Andy 
DeFelice of 25 County Road, 
presented the board with a report 
from an engineer he had hired that 
said the construction of the home 
would have an adverse impact on 
the DeFelice property.

The culvert, Hallisey said, is 
apparently now clogged and not 
working properly. It is that culvert, 
he mainatained, that has caused a 
water problem for neighbors. He 
also said a culvert under the 
currently unpaved Valley Road is 
too small and will need replacing. 
Those items, he felt, would ease the 
water problem in the area. 

Hallisey last week said he took a 
particular interest in the case 
because his machine shop is located 
off County Road and he is familiar 
with the water problem in the area. 

DeFelice, however, feels adding a 
new home and a septic system to the 
area will only serve to increase the 
water problem. He presented the 
board with a one page engineer's 
‘statement and asked the decision be 
put on hold until it is shown 
whether the replacement and 
cleaning of the culvert eased the 
water problem. 

Hallisey, however, felt the 
construction of a home on the 5000 
square foot lot would not increase 
the water problem, but that 
improper construction of a 
roadway could because it crossed a 
large amount of wetlands.

MULTIGROUP 
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Did Wilmington men fight at Bunker Hill? 


Copyright © 1985

Did Capt. John Harnden and his 
company of soldiers take part in the 
Battle of Bunker Hill? Was his 
company, a part of the Second 
Regiment of Foot of Middlesex 
County, in the redoubt which 
became the target of the British 
assault? 

‘There is a strong oral tradition in 
Wilmington and in Tewksbury that 
the company fought at Bunker Hill. 
Other than that tradition nothing 
can be proven, but in itself it 
supplies a clue that cannot be 
disregarded. 

The Massachusetts Historical 
Society has no roster or list of the 
men who fought at Bunker Hill. It 
is only by review of the stories of 
participants and observers that the 
story of the battle is known, 

‘One man only seems to have left a 
record of having talked with Capt. 
John Harnden. Asa Sheldon of 
Wilmington, about 1862 wrote the 
story of his life which he entitled 
“Wilmington Farmer.” 

Some time after the War of 1812 
he had an accident at Nod Hill, 
which he then owned. The mill 
‘stood just southerly of where Salem 
Street crosses Martins Brook in 
North Wilmington. 

Asa tells, in his volume, of 
walking to the home of Capt. 
Harnden after he had recovered, 
and of the pleasure he derived from 
the visit. He says nothing of what 
the two men said. 

To review a few facts: 

On April 21, 1775, the Massa- 
chusetts Committee on Safety, 
meeting in Cambridge, was urged 
by Dr. Joseph Warren to create an 
army. The committee voted for a 
Massachusetts Army of 8,000 men. 
The vote required the approval of 
the Massachusetts Congress (the 
state legislature) before it could 
become a fact. 

Two days later, on April 23, the 
Congress met in Concord. General 
Artemas Ward, in command at 
Cambridge, wrote to say it was 
impossible to keep the men at 
Cambridge "excepting something is 
done.” The Congress responded on 
that same day by voting to have a 
Massachusetts Army of 13,500 
men. 

The Congress issued “beating 
orders,” as they were called, to men 
in Massachusetts who had a military 
reputation, to enlist companies of 
soldiers, and to form regiments of 
those companies. Those regiments 
were to last until January 1, 1776. 

The companies were to be limited 
to 59 men. There were to be 10 
companies to a regiment. An 
officer could not be commissioned 
until he had completed his 
company, or regiment, a process 
that might take several weeks. 

By the first week of May the 
army was so depleted that the 
Congress debated evacuating 
Cambridge and moving their small 
stores of food and ammunition out 
into the country. General Ward and 
the Council of War decided instead 
to call in all the men who had 
enlisted, whether or not the 
companies or regiments were 
complete. 

Sometime after April 20, but 
before April 24, Capt. Cadwallader 
Ford left the command of the 
Wilmington Company of 
Minutemen. He had become a 
“rider” (messenger) for the men 
who headed the Committee on 


Safety. Riders had been dispatched 
to Philadelphia to tell the Congress 
of the fights at Concord and 
Lexington. Ford may have been 
pe of those riders. Nothing is 
jally known. Many months later 
Cetra 1776) rey was publicly 
thanked for his services. 
‘The company of Minutemen had a 
‘pew captain on April 24, and anew 
Lieutenant. 


Captain John Harnden, 37 years 
old, the son of Deacon John 
Harnden of Wilmington and 
grandson of Deacon John 
of Reading was the new captain. He 
lived in the home built by his 
grandfather, after the Harnden 
Massacre in 1706. 

Lieutenant William Blanchard 
lived on what is now Federal Hill, 
in Wilmington. Born in Billerica, 
24 years old, he was_a relative 
newcomer to Wilmington and was 
sergeant of the Wilmington 
Minutemen on Concord Day. His 
family traced back through several 
generations to the Samuel 
Blanchard family of Andover. 

Lieutenant Blanchard was one of 
four Wilmington soldiers who 
marched on Concord Day and 
eventually reached the rank of 
Colonel. 

Captain Harnden and Lieutenant 
Blanchard had a company, but 
according to the records, there 
were no enlisted men. 

The Massachusetts Committee of 
Safety decided, on April 29 that any 
captain who brought in a full 
company could start immediately 
drawing pay, even if the company 
was not a part of a recognized 
regiment. Captain Harnden and 
Lieutenant Blanchard had already 
started. On April 28 they had 
signed up 10 soldiers. 

Three were now sergeants. 
Phineas Peabody, and 24-year-old 
Paul Upton had marched on 
Concord Day with the Minutemen. 
Thomas Evans, also 24, had 
marched with the militia, All had 
been privates. 

Seven privates enlisted on April 
28. Peter Husey was from 
Wilmington, Benjamin Rooss from 
Bedford and Thomas Wood from 
Concord. Four registered from 
Billerica. Timothy Blanchard, a 
20-year-old brother of the 
Lieutenant, had received a slight 
wound at Lexington on April 19. 
Jotham Blanchard, 25 years old, 
was cousin. Benjamin Wilson was 
also from Billerica, but there is a 
question about Matachi Davis. 

Davis must have been a drifter, in 
the Massachusetts army camps. He 
said he was from Billerica, but 
there seems to be no record of him. 
Later he was to desert from Capt. 
Harden's company. 

Nine privates enlisted on April 
29. All were veterans of the march 
to Concord with the Minutemen, 

Joshia Wright was 28. Not much 
is known of Benjamin Gleason. 
Jonathan Reed was newly married. 
John and William Gould, 24, were 
twins. William Butters Jr. was 39 
and Ephriam Flagg about 36. 
Jonathan Eames was 20. John 
Wright, brother of Josiah, was 19. 

Two Tewksbury privates also 
enlisted that day, Joshua Thompson 
and John Burt. 

Meanwhile the regiments were 
being formed. Captain Ebenezer 
Bridge of the Billerica Minutemen 
became Colonel of the Second 
Regiment of Foot, Middlesex 
County. The Lieutenant Colonel

had been a Captain of Minutemen 
from Chelmsford, Moses Parker. 
The Major was Captain John 
Brooks of the Reading Minutemen. 
A physician, and a personal friend 
of both Cadwallader Ford and John 
Hamden, he was 23 years old. 

Brooks, who was to become a 
Major General, and a Governor of 
Massachusetts, saw little action at 
Bunker Hill as part of the Second 
Regiment of Foot. He was to 
become Aide to General Ward in 
command at Cambridge. 

He spent a good deal of the night 
before the battle and during the 
battle too, trudging back and forth 
from the Cambridge army 
headquarters to Bunker Hill. He 


Hill. His was an important part of 
the battle, 

On April, 30 two former 
Minutemen returned to their 
company. Jesse Holt- and John 
Going (Gowing) both of 
Wilmington were made Corporals. 
Going, who was 19, was to serve 
for a number of years in the 
Continental Army, and then to 
return to Wilmington before the 
war was over and be Captain of the 
Wilmington Militia. Joining as 
Privates, that day were Jonathan 
Dean, Benjamin Gould, Benjamin 
Mastes, John Jaquith and John 
Johnson, all of whom were of 
Wilmington. 

On May 1 Captain Harnden got a 
drummer and a fifer. Every 
military company had to boast that 
they had men to play those 
instruments. 

William Danforth of Billerica 
joined as a Drummer, and Thomas 
Huttson of Reading as a fifer. 


Daniel Williams of Billerica joined 
the company as a Corporal. Josiah 
Blanchard of Woburn and 
Benjamin Johnson of Wilmington 
joined as Privates. 

The big push for enlistments 
came tg a temporary stop on May 2, 
when two Wilmington privates 
were enlisted. Isaac Pierce, and 
former Minuteman Nathan Beard 
brought the number of enlisted men 
and officers to 38 

Captain John Harnden still did not 
have a full company of infantry. 

But General Ward and the 
Council of War in that first week in 
May called in all the companies, 
complete or not. Captain John 
Harnden and his men were pution 
the payroll, as of the date they had 
enlisted. 

Sixteen more men were to enlist, 
13 during the month of May and 
three in June. 

Elezer Stickney and William Hill 
enlisted as Sergeants. Hill listed no 
town as his, while Stickney listed 
Wilmington. Benjamin Lewis of 
Billerica enlisted as a Corporal 

Enlisting as Privates from 
Wilmington were Ezekial 
Andrews, John Davis, Ebenezer 
Beard, Reuben Gould, William 
Pearson, Daniel Kidder, Jonathan 
Fish and John Wright 

Other privates were Benjamin 
Hunt of Cambridge, Samuel French 
of Dunstable, and five Tewksbury 
men, William Harris, Moses Gray, 
Samuel Manning, Daniel Davis and 
Jonathan Fish. 


Chapter Il 
Nine Massachusetts regiments 
were stationed in or near 
Cambridge, and somewhat near 
Harvard College. Cambridge was 
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the Massachusetts headquarters. 

If the British could get into 
Cambridge and seize General Ward 
the war might be over. So the 
British believed and planned. So, 
also, the Americans feared. 

American officers reconnoitered 
Bunker Hill with this in mind. They 
ahd made several trips, before the 
middle of June 1775. 

The next day, June 16, orders 
were issued. Three of the nine 
regiments were to “parade” at 6 
p.m. with entrenching tools: 
Something was going to happen. 

‘The Essex regiment, commanded 
by Colonel Frye, the Middlesex 
regiment commanded by Colonel 
Pepperell, and the Second 
Middlesex regiment were named, 
Colonel Prescott was to be in 
command of the three regiments. 

Frye's regiment had 350 men. 
Prescott's had 300. Bridge, with the 
Second Regiment, had only 210. 
There were 200 men from 
Connecticut, and one company 
from New Hampshire. The total 
was less than 1100 men. 

Bridge (the Second Regiment) 
had only 210 men because three 
companies had been detailed to 
other duties. Presumably, but not 
positively, those companies were to 
guard the camps of the three 
regiments. That was a customary 
procedure, for both British and 
Americans. 

It was Frothingham, author of the 
Seige of Boston (1849) who 
reported that there were three 
companies of the Second Regiment 
which did not march that night. 
Using an average of 35 men to a 
company meant that 105 men of the 
Second Regiment of Foot did not 
march that night. 

‘One of the companies, it is quite 
clear, was that of Capt. John Ford 
of Chelmsford. The company was 
clearly identified, for it arrived at 
Bunker Hill just as the fighting 
started, and was assigned a post 


near the fence easterly of the 
redoubt by General Israel Putnam 


of artillery which Putnam wanted 
to use. The infantry men knew 
nothing of artillery, and the episode 
has been reported quite clearly"by 
several sources. There is no doubt 
but that John Ford commanded one 
of the three missing companies. 

That leaves two of the companies 
which did not march the night 
before as being unidentified. Which 
were those two companies? 

The reader can search all the 
available literature, and find no 
clue, but nowhere in that literature 
is a mention of the Reading 
company, once commanded by 
Captain John Brooks, now Major 
Brooks of the Second Regiment. 
Nor is there any mention of the 
Wilmington company commanded 
by John Harden. 

Frothingham reports that, just as 
the retreat from Bunker HIII began 
Major John brooks was marching 
enroute to Bunker Hill, with two 
companies. They arrived just in 
time to meet the retreating 
Americans. 

Bruce Morang, a capable 
historian and editor of the Reading 
Chronicle believes that one of those 
two companies was the Reading 
company. One of his reasons was 
that Major Brooks had commanded 
that company, and had thus chosen 
it for a “guard” company at the 
camp near Harvard. 

It is also possible, he beliebesythat 
the other company which arrived in 
time to meet the retreating 
Americans was that of Capt. John 
Haranden, a personal friend of 
Major Brooks, 

‘That could account for two items: 
(1) the strong tradition that Capt. 
Harnden was at Bunker Hill and (2) 
the fact that the company of Capt. 
Harnden suffered no casualties in 
that battle.

A season of high expectations was

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A common view of Halley's Comet 


You'll see it best with the naked eye or binoculars

ALL! are, "S comet has become a fea- 

ture of Earth's nighttime sky in oy 

Northern Hemisphere, and 
don't need a fancy telescope to see it. its 
dimly visible through binoculars and get. 
ting brighter every night. By mid-Decem- 
ber many people should be able to see it 
with the naked eye. 

In fact, says British amateur astrono- 
mer Patrick Moore, that's one of the best 
ways to admire the comet. He explains 
that, unless you are a professional as. 
tronomer or a dedicated amateur, “you're 
going to see Halley's comet best if you're 
looking at it just casually and without do- 
ing any serious scientific observation. 
You're going to see it best either with the 
naked eye or with binoculars." 

Moore — who says he has been study 
ing the sky since he was six years old, 
some 5! decades ago — believes you can 


see a lot in the sky with the unaided eye 
plus the occasional help of binoculars, if 
you have them. And Halley's 
comet is a good object with 
which to try your skill. 


As seen from Earth. stars 


appear to group themselves @ heavenly guide 


into distinctive patterns 
called constellations. These provide 
guideposts for finding the comet as it 
moves from one star group or constella 
tion to another. This month. for example 
it is tracking westward across the constel 
lations Taurus (the Bull), Aries (the Ram)

area affected by Monday's 
emergency. Residents frequently 
report odors to town officials, only 
to feel a sense of being abandoned 
when nothing is done. Often 
officials would respond to a call, 
only to find that the odor had 
dissipated by the time they arrived. 
Action against industries producing 
the offending odors has gradually 
been stepped up. 

The Olin facility is a chemical 
plant formerly owned by Stepan 
Chemicals. It was first built in the 
early 1950's as National Polychem- 
icals. Olin Corporation bought the 
plant about three years ago, and last 
year went through a process of 
testing, recertifying and replacing 
storage tanks. 

Stepan recently settled a claim by 
the Wilmington Water and Sewer 
Dept. for damage to sewer mains 
by chemicals released into the 
sewer. 

An ammonia leak in the area 
earlier this year was reportedly 
traced to the Olin plant. Nothing 
was ever resolved on that matter.

Board has yet to meet on the 
preliminary and, at the 
moment, there no Way to tell how 
the lots could be eliminated. The 
board needs input from the 
Conservation Commission. And, 
according to commission chairman 
Chester Bruce, his board can't 
make a determination until an 
engineer has looked at the site and 
gotten back to him. 

Though the plan could be rejected 
on health, traffic, safety, or 
conservation grounds, right now, 
said Gentile, the developer has met 
most of the criteria. 

Attorney Joseph Courtney 
presented Article Seven for 
petitioner Al Fiorenza. This article 
seeks to change 6.12 acres of land 
off West Stree: from residential to 
General Industrial use so the 
applicant can use his own land. 
Right now, the parcel is half 
residential and half general 
indusuy. 

Though there is no definite plan 
for the land at this time, said 
Courtney, Fiorenza foresees 
putting two 30,000 square foot 
buildings on the property with a 
pond to preserve nearby wetlands. 
Depending on the future location of 
West Street, Fiorenza may opt to 
move Casa di Fiore (owned by his 
father) over to that parcel, should 
the rezoning clear iown meeting. 

Two abutters were against the 
proposal on several grounds. They 
pointed out that Wilmington has 
enough industria! land, this will 
allow indusiry to move closer to a 
residential area, and they had 
concems over traffic congestion 
and wetlands nearby. 

Richard Stillman questioned what 
uses could be made of the land at a 
later date. Gentile explained that 
such things as a bank, professional 
office building, car dealership, or 
light manufacturing plant could 
utilize a general industrial site 
without a special permit. 

Al Cuoco and Alan Michel met 
with some opposition over their 
plan to take the sam: parcel of land 
slated for the 56 foot lot 
subdivision by eminent domain.

Local lobbyists 
shout for the 
hearing impaired

Steve Favorito, Reading 
businessman and activist for 
the hearing impaired, doesn’t 
want a lot from the Massachu- 
setts legislature 

He and his colleagues, in- 
cluding well-known long-time 
Reading resident and Rotarian 
Harry Ranhand, would just like 
the General Court to get around 
to licensing hearing air dis- 
pensers within the state. 

Massachusetts and Alaska 
are the only two states in the 
nation which do not require 
licensing of hearing aid dis- 
pensers, according to Favorito, 
certified audiologist and 
member of the Massachusetts 
Hearing Air Society 

“Anyone can open an office in 
Massachusetts and sell hearing 
aids,” Favorito said, ‘‘whether 
or not he is qualified or com- 
petent to do so.” 

Two years ago, Favorito 
presented a licensing bill to the 
lawmakers on Beacon Hill. It 
was defeated 

But that hasn't stopped him 
from continuing one of many 
uphill battles he is waging or 
from probable ultimate suc- 
cess, despite powerful lobbyist 
opposition. 

Next month, Favorito's bill 
will be presented again. 

A jocular and determined 
man, with a Puckish, infectious 


sense of humor — and perhaps 
a little bit of Robin Hood in his 
make-up — Favorito looks 
directly at the hard-of-hearing, 
enunciates clearly and talks TO 
them, not AROUND them. 
Favorito's office at 34 Gould 
St., Reading. is laden with 
diplomas, certificates and 
industry awards. Currently 
nominated to the board of 
governors of both the National 
Hearing Aid Society and the 


Better Hearing Institute, 
Favorito said his bill has three 
major goals: 


1.) Quality control. 

2.) Stringent testing. 

3.) A code of ethics. 

Favorito stressed the quality 
he seeks is not of hearing aids 
themselves, but of hearing aid 
dispensers: 

“The quality of the hearing 
aid is controlled by the manu- 
facturer. But we'd like to see 
the dispenser controlled. Right 
now, anyone can open an office 
and dispense hearing aids. 

“Yet I'd hate to go to a doctor 
who isn't licensed.” 

Favorito’s bill calls for 
inititial,. rigid competence 
testing of dispensers, and 
retesting. every two years, for 
a dispenser to retain his 
license. 

The establishment of a code 
of ethics, Favorito said, should 
bind the dispenser as surely as 
the Hippocratic Oath ought to

“Harry and | were involved in 
an unrelated caper." Ranhand 
‘was among several local busi. 
nessmen solicited via tele 
phone, by a “salesman” who 
was trying to sell $600 television 
sets for $200 each, because of 
“overstocking.”’ Favorito said

The primary market for 
hearing aids is the elderly, he 
added — and senior citizens are 
equally a prime and sometimes 
unwary target for fraud, ex 
ploitation and conscience-less 
come-ons.

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North Suburban Y joins centennial celebration 


Although the North Suburban 
YMCA pool is only fourteen 
years old, it will join with over 
2,000 Y’s across the country, this 
fall, in celebrating the centen- 
nial of the first YMCA pool 
which opened in Brooklyn, N.Y 
in 1885.

Hoy said that these were the 
findings of a national survey of 
American attitudes toward 
higher education conducted in 
the first week of October by the 
Opinion Research Corporation 
(ORG). The New England Board 
of Higher Education was na- 
tional co-sponsor of the opinion 
poll 

A major finding of the ORC 
poll was that a growing number 
of adult Americans intend to 
complete additiona] schooling, 
even as they express dismay 
about the rising costs of college 
education. 

“When you consider that col- 
lege tuition costs since 1978 have 
been going up at almost double 
the rate of inflation,” Hoy said, 
“you cannot escape the conclu- 
sion that college and university 
administrators must do a better 
job of explaining and justifying 
this continuing disparity to an 
irritated public. 

The average tuition payer, he 

said, still hasn't the faintest idea 
why college and university costs 
are.increasing while the,rate of 
increases of prices and wages 
has slowed down significantly 
for American industries and 
workers since 1981. 
“The people who run higher 
education in this country have 
failed to get their message 
across to the public,” Hoy said 
“They had better start doing so 
if they expect to continue to get 
the handsome increases in fun- 
ding they have received ‘from 
state legislatures and private 
contributors in recent years."’ 

NEBHE is a congressionally 
authorized, regional, non-profit 
agency that seeks to encourage 
cooperation and efficient use of 
resources among colleges and 
universities in New England. 
Basic funding comes from the 
region's six states and New 
England-based corporations.
